OMING direct from Wash- 
C ington to St. Louis, the 

city which is reputed to 
be the very heart of Demo- 
cratic as well as Republican 
opposition to the League of 
Nations and all its works, 
President Harding on June 21 
reiterated his advocacy of 
American participation in the 
League’s Permanent Court of 
International Justice now 
functioning at The Hague. In 
doing so, however, the Presi- 
dent went far afield from his 
prior suggestions as to reser- 
vation which he regarded as 
necessary to obtain the adher- 
ence of the United States. 

Mr. Harding advanced new 
fundamentals of American 
membership in the Court of 
Justice. While praising the 
Court in the highest terms 
and insisting that it was out 
of the question to ask the 
League to agree that a new 
Court should be set up to sat- 
isfy anti-League sentiment in 
this country, he called for a 
divorce of the present Court 
from the League, or, at the 
very least, a partial separa- 
tion which would leave the 
Court free from any League 
control or influence. The 
basic principle of his proposal 
was that the Court should be 
made self - perpetuating by 
granting authority to its 
Judges to fill any vacancies in 
the Court personnel, removing 
this function from the author- 
ity of the Council and the As- 
sembly of the League.

lar figures in Great Britain than 

Princess Mary, whose marriage to 
Viscount Lascelles last year was the 
great event of the English social season.

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Giant Liner Returns After Successful Trial Trip 
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V7 tt! new brooms lashed to the 
main truck and foretruck, the 
Leviathan, pride of the Amer- 

ican merchant marine, returned home 


June 24 after a five-day trial trip from. 


Boston to the Bahamas and back, dur- 
ing which time she captured interna- 
tional records for speed, sustained speed 
and day’s run. In the test dash of 25 
hours completed June 23 the liner aver- 
aged 27.48 knots an hour for a distance 
of 687 nautical miles. For six hours 
during this time the Leviathan sus- 
tained an average of 28 knots. Even 
this was not considered by those on 
board to be the maximum speed of the 
great liner. Making the run,of 687 
nautical miles from Jupiter Light, Fla., 
to Cape Henry in 25 hours, the Levia- 
than spanned the greatest distance ever 
traversed by a passenger liner in the 
same time. The Mauretania logged 676 
miles en Jan. 25-26, 1911. The Levia- 
than’s sustained speed of 27.94 knots 
an hour is compared to the Mauretania’s 
record of 27.04. 

Albert D. Lasker, Chairman of the 
Shipping Board, sent a message to Pres- 
ident Harding informing the President 
of the triumph of the Leviathan, in 
which he said he hoped it would be 
somewhat a return to the President for 
his constant interest and enthusiasm for 
America on the sea. 

The Leviathan ran into fogs not long 
after completion of the long speed test 
and proceeded more slowly. Members 
of Congress aboard generally agreed 
that the trial trip was not only success- 
ful but was essential, and say that the 
flag of the American merchant marine 
is on the seas to stay. 

Representatives’ Martin V. Madden of 
Illinois and Chairman of the House 
Committee on Appropriations said the 
trip would cost some $13,000.
